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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-10 are cancelled. Claims 11-19 are pending. 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 11-12, drawn to a method for preparing a non-pathogenic amoeba 
vesicle wherein said vesicle is not a Dictyostelium discoideum vesicle containing 
Hoeschst 33342. 

Group II, claim(s) 13-14, drawn to an isolated non-pathogenic amoeba vesicle that 
contains a molecule of interest, with the proviso that said vesicle is not a Dictyostelium 
discoideum vesicle containing Hoechst 33342. 

Group III, claim(s) 15-17 and 19, drawn to a method for transferring a molecule of 
interest to a eul^aryotic cell, which method comprises the step consisting of contacting a 
eukaryotic cell with a non-pathogenic amoeba vesicle that contains a molecule of 
interest, under conditions sufficient to allow the vesicle to fuse with the eukaryotic cell. 

Group IV, claim 18, drawn to a pharmaceutical composition comprising a non- 
pathogenic amoeba vesicle containing a therapeutic molecule together with a 
pharmaceutically acceptable carrier. 



The inventions listed as Groups l-IV do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

This PCT rule defines special technical features as technical features that identify 
a contribution which each of the claimed inventions, considered as a whole, makes 
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over prior art. Claims 11-12 are anticipated by prior art. Tatischeff et al. in 

"Dictyostelium discoideum cells shed vesicles with associated DNA and viral stain 

Hoechst 33342" (CMLS, Vol. 54, 1998, pages 476-487, made of record in the IPER) 

teach a method of culturing cells to make non-pathogenic amoeba vesicles from 

Dictyostelium discoideum. Tatischeff et al. also disclose that the vesicles contain DNA 

molecules of interest and disclose that the method of making the vesicles includes 

culturing cells both in the presence and absence of the Hoechst 33342 and explicitly 

contemplate producing the vesicles in the absence of the Hoechst 33342 (page 484- 

485, paragraph bridging pages). Therefore, claims 11-12 lack a special technical 

feature and cannot share one with the other claims and do not represent an advance 

over the art and hence there is no unity of invention. 

The compositions of Group II and IV are distinct as each is defined by distinct 
features, i.e. an isolated non-pathogenic amoeba vesicle that contains a molecule of 
interest (with the proviso that said vesicle is not a Dictyostelium discoideum vesicle 
containing Hoechst 33342) versus a non-pathogenic amoeba vesicle containing a 
therapeutic molecule together with a pharmaceutically acceptable carrier (without the 
proviso that said vesicle is not a Dictyostelium discoideum vesicle containing Hoechst 
33342). The methods of Groups I and III are distinct each from the other because each 
uses different, unrelated, method steps. For example, Group I is a method of making 
vesicles including culturing an amoeba cell in culture whereas Group III is a method of 
using vesicles, including contacting eukaryotic cells with the vesicles. In addition, the 
compositions of Group II and IV can be used in different methods. For example, the 
vesicles of Group II can be used for carrying non-pharmacological, non-therapeutic 
molecules of interest, that are not Hoechst 33342, versus the composition of Group IV 
that can be used for carrying pharmacological, therapeutic molecules of interest, and 
that do contain Hoechst 33342. 



Restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper because all these 
inventions listed in this action are independent or distinct for the reasons given above

The species are independent or distinct because claims to the different species 
recite the mutually exclusive characteristics of such species. In addition, these species 
are not obvious variants of each other based on the current record. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 

prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 

finally held to be allowable. 

The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the reasons given above. 

There is an examination and search burden for these patentably distinct species 
due to their mutually exclusive characteristics. The species require a different field of 
search (e.g., searching different classes/subclasses or electronic resources, or 
employing different search queries); and/or the prior art applicable to one species would 
not likely be applicable to another species; and/or the species are likely to raise different 
non-prior art issues under 35 U.S.C. 101 and/or 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species to be examined even though the requirement 
may be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing 
the elected species, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a 
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claim is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election. 

The election of the species may be made with or without traverse. To preserve a 
right to petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does not distinctly 
and specifically point out supposed errors in the election of species requirement, the 
election shall be treated as an election without traverse.

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which depend from or otherwise require all the limitations 
of an allowable generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1 .141 .
